Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
although newly cited US Patent 6,040,231 to Wu discloses etching a portion of 
the substrate in addition to the pad layer during a first etching step, there is no 
teaching or suggestion in Wu to motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to etch 
a portion of the substrate in the known method of Choi. In Wu's method, the 
substrate is etched to provide a trench having top corners, which are 
subsequently processed to form an aslope periphery at these top corners (note 
figs. 2C, 2D, and 2E of Wu). Since the trench of Choi has vertical sidewalls 
extending from the top to the bottom surfaces of the trench, there is no . 
motivation to etch a portion of the substrate in the known method of Choi. 
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Any comments considered necessaryjby applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
